Ellsberg, in his first public statement

Walter Cronkite in an interview broad- 
cast Wednesday, by CBS-TV the entire

come from seeing the whole sweep of the 
history.

tified by a former New York Times re- 
porter as the person who gave a copy of 
the secret document to The Times.

Ellsberg in a private home in the Boston 
area and transmitted the film to CBS in 
New York through WHDH-TV, the 
network's Ppston affiliate,. 


"It's really difficult to read those 


studies from ,the beginning and con- 
secutively, and conclude that any one of 
those administrations would have be- 
haved very differently than Lyndon 
Johnson did," Ellsberg said. 


The1 study," which also covers the 


•administration of Harry S. Truman and 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, "takes the issue 
out of politics," Ellsberg said, "and 
raises much more questions of whether 
we have been playing follow-the-leader a 
little too long." 


He said the entire study of how the 


United States became more and more 
deeply involved in the Indochina war 
should be made public now rather than 
after American withdrawal because the 
threat of escalation is still.U.S. policy, as 
it was in 1964 when Johnson planned to 
bomb the North.

Times and The Chicago Sun-Times have 
published stories about American in- 
volvement in the Vietnam war at- 
tributed at least in part to the secret 
Pentagon Vietnam study which the 
government says would threaten 
national security if publicly released. 
Washington Post and .The Boston Globe 
remained temporarily restrained by 
government-won court orders from 
further publication of the study 
materials in their possession^ there were 
these developments: 


—Knight Newspapers reported that 


former Defense Secretary Robert S. 
McNamara proposed a coalition 
government for Vietnam in 1967. 


—The Los Angeles times said the 


National Security Council rejected in 
1963 a State Department expert's recom- 
mendation that the United States pull out 
of Vietnam because it could not win the 
war against the Communists. 


—The Chicago Sun-Times 
said 


President Jqhn F. Kennedy sent then 
Vice President Lyndon B. Johnson to 
Saigon in 1961 with orders to "encour- 
age" South Vietnam to request U.S. 
ground troops. 


The Knight articles were produced by 


six Knight reporters and executives for 
today's editions of the 11 Knight news- 
papers, in Detroit;' Philadelphia; 
Miami; Charlotte, rN:'C.;; Macon, Ga.; 
Tallahassee and Boca Raton, Pla.; and 
Akron, Ohio. 


As it appeared in the Philadelphia 


Inquirer, the Knight story said Mc- 
Namara's disenchantrrjent with military. 
,.effortS'inVietnami thafche had originally 
recommended-'culmiriated in a May 19, 
1967, proposal to President Johnson that 
the United States persuade Saigon to 
seek an accommodation with non- 
Cpmmunist members of the National 
Liberation Front—political arm of the 
Viet Cong. 


McNamara ordered the 47-volume 


study of U.S. involvement in Vietnam 
from the end of World War II until 1967. 


The article said the study showed 


McNamara emerging as "a tragic figure 
who rapidly became 'disillusioned with 
the war he had recommended." 


It said McNamara recommended to 


President Johnson in January, 1965, 
"Operation Rolling Thunder," the 
bombing of North Vietnam which began 
in March 1965. 


McNamara recommended increased 


bombing in July, 1965, and in March, 
1966, the article said. But the March, 
1966, proposal was "the last major esca- 
lation of the. air war recommended by 
Secretary McNamara," the story quoted 
the Pentagon papers as saying. 


"From mid-1966 on, McNamara is 


portrayed in the documents as fighting 
constantly with his generals and ad- 
mirals," the article said. "They wanted 
to tighten the screws on North Vietnam 
while he wanted to level off or deescalate 
the war." 


The Los Angeles Times, citing what it 


called previously unpublished sections 
of .the secret report, said Paul M. Kat- 
tenburg, then head of the State 
Department's Vietnam Working Group, 
recommended in August 1963 that the 
United States pull out of Vietnam. 


The suggestion was overruled in the 


National Security Council by Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk, the Times said. 


The report on the Security Council's 


session on the matter is contained in a 
memorandum written by then Marine 
Marj. Gen. Victor H. Krulak, who was 
the Pentagon's top expert on coun- 
terinsurgency warfare, the Times said. 


"It was Kattenburg's view," the 


Times said Krulak reported, "that 
(South Vietnamese President Ngo Dinh) 
Diem will get little support from the 
military and, as time goes on, he will get 
less and less support and the country will 
go steadily downhill." 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 


Nixon turned the top secret Pentagon 
study on Vietnam over to Congress with 
leaders' hopes, but no promises, that 
more of it won't be leaked to the public.

emerged from the secret Pentagon 
papers published by The New York 
Times and other American newspapers. 


Thuy said the Pentagon report was 


"only part of the truth," but it was 
enough to show that "President Nixon 
himself was directly implicated in the 
process of American aggression from its 
very beginning."

documents, said Johnson's May 1961 trip 
to Saigon to encourage South Vietnam to 
ask for U.S. troops was followed by a 
letter from Diem to President Kennedy 
arguing that the United States should 
provide material support, not troops. 


The Chicago paper said Diem's 


reasoning, according to the documents, 
was that the presence of U.S. soldiers 
would tend to give credence to the 
Communist charge that he was front for 
the colonialists.

A long-lost Corsicana High 


School pin more than a half 
century old is "going back home" 
to CHS, but its original owner 
remains a mystery. 


Found recently in Mexia, the 


class pin was sent to The Daily 
Sun to see if its original owner 
could be traced. If not, it was to 
be presented to the school as 
another historic memento that 
would have sentimental value. 
Had it turned up sooner, it might 
well haye gone into a "time 
capsule" . buried with the cor- 
nerstone of the modern, com- 
prehensive high school which has 
just completed its first year west 
of town off Hwy 22. 


But, that's getting ahead of the 


story and some of the research 
that has been done since the pin 
reached The Daily Sun. 


For a good many years, it has 


been a habit of Corsicanans who 
find lot articles to turn them in to 


the newspaper. It was long a 
practice of the newspaper to try 
to get the lost property back to 
the original owner. A convenient 
way that was satisfactory to the 
"finder" and the "loser" who 
came forth to claim the item was 
for the newspaper to insert a 
notice in the lost and found 
column. 


.Generally, it read something 


like this: "Found-Key ring, five 
assorted keys, including car and 
house, in front of picture show. 
Loser can claim same at Daily 
Sun,building by paying for this 
ad." 


Over the years, The Daily Sun 


collected an odd assortment of 
lost articles and, at the same 
.time, through this means, was 
helpful in returning many. 


"Since we've moved over here 


to our new building we don't get 
many lost articles turned in any 
more," Wilson Griffin, Daily Sun 
business manager, said. "I guess 
as long as we were next to the 
Post Office we got more lost 


things because it was more 
convenient for people already 
downtown to stop by and turn 
them in." 


It was on this premise that Mrs. 


Nettie Sutton of Mexia sent to the 
Daily Sun the shiny gold pin, 
shield-shaped enscribed CHS '13 
with the initials EEC. It 
had been unearthed while she 
was working in her flower bed, 
digging deep down. Its physical 
condition was almost "mint new" 
indicative that it had lain buried 
for many years. 


At the time the pin was sent 


here, it was unknown whether it 
actually was a Corsicana High 
School pin, but the proximity of 
Mexia to Corsicana was a natural 
assumption it could be, and, 
besides, her sister just happened 
to be visiting her from Corsicana 
when she remembered finding it. 


Several telephone calls to some 


old-timers 
inquiring 
about 


whether the high school ever had 
a class pin evoked rather hazy 
recollection. 


Trying another tack, a reporter 


went 
to 
the 
School 
Ad- 


ministration 
office, 
fully 


realizing no one connected with 
the system today was likely to 
have been around in 1913. But 
.records are kept of all the 
graduates of the high school 
through the four buildings that 
have housed CHS since the turn of 
the 20th Century. 


Cooperative office workers 


thumbed through the list of 
graduates in search, of ,a name 
that would match three initials 
scratched on the back of the pin." 
No name matched, and records 
did not indicate that Corsicana 
High had ever used a pin. 


Still being Helpful,. the office 


attendants spotted the name of 
Mrs. R. R. Cocke, the former 
Lillian Chancy, and a member of 
the 1913 class. Maybe she could ' 
shed some light on the situation. 


She was called and at first had 


. no recollection that class pins

When the Blue and Gold 


Brigade of Corsicana High School 
was organized in 1965, it's, 
primary function was to "cheer 
the team on" as a pep squad of 
about 63 girls. 


.Today, the number is almost 


the same, but the activities are 
different. 


The girls not only sit in a block 


in the stands, do hand routines, 
arid lead the cheering section; 
they also perform field drills 
during 
football 
halftime 


festivities and sit in. on basketball 
games. 


With the new activities, the 


girls decided this spring to try to 
get new uniforms for the group. 


After much discussion and 


debate, they decided on a 
"cowboy-style uniform" made of 
shiny water-repellent fabric. It is 
finished with white boots, a white 
hat with blue trim, white wrist 
guards and a white waist belt. 


However, the girls encountered 


the old problem—money. Each 
uniform would cost $40—without 
the boots. 


The girls decided each of the 43 


members would purchase her 
own boots and put $15 toward the 
uniform's purchase. 


That left $1,755 needed, so the 


girls decided to raise money 
through 
personal 
contacts 


"throughout the community. 


The girls 'have 
contacted 


almost every service club and 
several businesses and in- 
dividuals. They have collected a 
total of "about $900," including 
the amount that they put in 
themselves. 


"We're almost half-way," said 


one leader, Kathy Stephenson, 


"but the last half will be the 
hardest." 
The girls have signed a con- 
tract with Mrs. Ann Gallagher of 
Dallas, who has made uniforms 
for several leading cheerleader 
teams such as the Dallas 
Cowboys and Southern Methodist 
University cheerleaders; 


Texas Miller is making the 


hats, and the girls are furnishing 
their own boots. 


The girls are faced with still 


another problem, that of a 
sponsor. The group has had 
several sponsors in the six years 
it has been organized, but none 
have stayed with the group. 


Once again without a sponsor, 


many of the girls' parents are 
backing them. 


But the girls themselves have 


done much for the cause in ad- 
dition to raising money for 
uniforms. 


They have set rules for 


membership, including tryouts 
for initial joining and weekly 
tryouts for the weekly routines, 
making certain that all members 
know the drills. Now they feel the 
olny thing they need are the new 
uniforms.

Sunday afternoon on cowboy 
boots as some 250 to 300 area art 
fans, Father's Day sightseers 
and casual visitors helped open a 
week-long art exhibit at the State 
National Bank during the af- 
ternoon reception. 


The Artist is H. C. Zachry of 


Abilene, Tex., who was present 
with his wife and. young son, 
Hank, for the unveiling of 32 oil 
paintings, serigraphs, pencil 
works, pastels, a few of the 
watercolors for which Zachry 
was first known in West Texas, 
and a series of signed, numbered 
prints being shown here for the 
first time.

serigraphs (also known as "silk- expansive oaks amid bluebonnet 
screens") deal with horses, and blankets rare out West. 
various portrait studies of 
cowboys in pencil, pastels, and 
oils round out the "Bonanza" 
corner of the exhibit. 


But Zachry is, first and 


foremost, a representationalist 
artist interested in appealing 
subject matter anywhere, 
many viewers were probably 
surprised to find that about half 
of the exhibit was made up of 
more lush landscapes than can 
often be found in West Texas. 
There were even a number of 
specific Corsicana area locales. 
(Actually, Zachry made a trip to

Zachry is noted for his detail as
